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Claim Rejections - 35 USC 102 

Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Luttrell. 

The claimed gas turbine reads on the turbine disclosed by Luttrell, which includes 
the following features shown in Figures 1 and 4-6: a rotatable wheel 24; a radial/centri- 
fugal compressor section on an interior wheel side and comprising any of blades 52, 
52a, and/or 52b; a radial turbine section located outward from the compressor and com- 
prising blades 53 and/or 53a; a stationary shroud 14 having a combustor section 62 and 
nozzles 69 located between the compressor and turbine; and a fuel injector 71. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC 103 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lutrell in 
view of Abell. 

The use of starter motor-generators in conjunction with turbine engines is con- 
ventional as shown, for example, by Abell; see discussion of element 70 in column 6, 
paragraph 1 . It would have thus been obvious to modify Lutrell's engine to include a 
starter generator to perform its normal useful functions of starting and/or generating 
electric current. 
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Claim 3 is rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lutrell in 
view of Schlote. 

The use of water injection in conjunction with combustion turbines is also a well 
known feature as shown, for example, by Scholte; see elements 80, 82 and 86 in Fig- 
ures 3 and 5. It would have been obvious to modify Lutrell's engine to include such 
a feature as an expedient for controling combustion temperatures and/or increasing 
power output.
